James W. Mcore, 43, of 
Grayling, was convicted of 
arson in a four-day trial held in 
Gaylord before Judge William 
A. Porter in circuit court. 

The trial, which opened Tues- 
day, June 3rd, was moved from 
Crawford to Otsego County ona 
change of venue request by 
Emil Kraus of Grayling, Moore's 
attorney. 

The jury brought back a guilty 
verdict late Friday after nearly 
four and one-half hours of 
deliberation. Moore's $7,500 
bond was cancelled by Judge 
Porter and he is being held in 
the Crawford County Jail. 

The arsan charge stemmed 
from a fire early the morning of 
February 25th that destroyed 
Moore's single - story wood - 


frame modular home on Arthur 
St. in Clough’s Subdivision. 

The contents and home were 
reported to have been insured 
for $36,500. 

Moore was arrested by Craw- 
ford County sherilf's deputies 
the day of the fire at a Grayling 
Motel. He had been held since 
under $5,000 bond. 

The case was bound over to 
circuit court March 11th after 
examination, before District 
Judge Francis L. Walsh. 

He will be sentenced upon 
completion of a pre-sentence 
report by the Court's probation 
officer and faces a maximum 
sentence of twenty years im- 
prisonment in the State Prison 
of Southern Michigan at Jack- 
son.

Divorce and remarriage are 
considered in many church 
circles as unpardonable sins. 
People can steal, lie and even 
murder with forgiveness befére 
God and the church, but tet 
someone have divorce in his or 
her background and their use- 
fulness for Christ is ended. The 
apostle Paul was a confessed 
murderer of Christians, and yet 
atter his conversion God used 
him to write more New Testa- 
ment epistles than any other 
person. Even common logic and 
justice must cause us to 
examine the scriptures concern- 
ing the place of divorced 
persons in Christian service. 

jost people immediately re- 
terto! jimothy chapter three as 
the final word concerning the 
piace of divorced Christians in 
the local church. Here it says 
that a bishop or pastor must be 
“the husband of one wife,” and 
that deacons also must be “the 
husbands of one wife.” On the 
basis of these scriptures many 
Christians say a divorced per- 
son should have no place of 
leadership within alocal church, 
others will not accent them into 
membership. 
- It would be just as logical in 


ihe 
ine 


applying the above words, 
husband of one wife”, to rule 
out single persons who are not 
married, remarried persons who 
lost their spouse by death, and 
all polygamy. A divorced person 
who has remarried still has only 
one wife and cannot be ruled 
oui of Christian service on ite 
basis of these verses. 

To clarify the above question, 
“of one wife” comes from the 
greek “Mias gunaikos” which 
means literally one at a time. 
The stress seems to be upon the 
relationship between the hus- 
band and wife now, and not the 
past experiences of either. To 
paraphrase the thought we 
cuuid say that every pastor and 
deacon should be a “one 
woman man”. He should have 
eyes tor only one woman, nis 
wife. It is possible for a person 
to have never been divorced and 
not fulfill this scriptural qualifi- 
cation for leadership because 
he does not have the proper 
relationship toward his wife and 
other women. 

Every Christian should be 
selected for Christian service on 
the basis of his present re- 
lationship to Jesus Christ and 
his faithfulness to God's word, 
and not on the basis of his past 
experiences outside of Jesus 
Christ.

a divorce proceeding should not 
be penalized in Christian ser- 
vice.

His elixir is bleeding 


Maior General Kenneth Houghton 
didn't mean to, but he reminded me 
I'd completely forgotten to celebrate 
the 30th anniversary of a day | swore 
I'd never forget. 

That was May 8, 1945; the day 
World War II ended in Europe. Yes, 
poor readers, this is a war story... 

When news of the German sur- 
render came, | was in a hospital in a 
suburb of Munich. | had been 
suffering there for several days. Back 
home in Michigan, | had already been 
hailed as a hero. In the Alibi Bar there 
was a colorful sign saluting me as 
their first alumnus to be struck down 
in battle by syphilis. “He risked his 
life for us, bravely “ignoring the 
warnings of the training films,” the 
sign said. 

Actually, | had the flu. | got sick 
sleeping on the stupid ground in the 
lousy rain. That's why, even today, 
when someone suggests | go camp- 
ing, 1 automatically retort: “Why 
should |, our side won the war, didn’t 
it?” 


Anyway, by the time the army” 
shuffled my fever - racked body _ 


through severai ieni cities and finally 
into a hospital, | was no longer sick. 
‘But | kept moaning and even put a 
hunk of soap in each armpit. it is a 
military myth that you can give 
yourself a fever by putting soap under 
your arms. All it does is force you to 
walk with your arms tight by your 
sides. 

But | stole a few exira days in bed 
anyway. | told the doctor | walked 
that way because I’d swallowed my 
rifle. | think | offered to prove it by 
spitting bullets, or something like 
that. It's been 30 years and | can’t 
remember everything. 

You may wonder what's the point 
in revelaing my cowardice at this late 
date. The point is that | wasn't a 
coward, | was a typical soldier. We 


weren't really chicken, but we weren't 
fools, either. Happiness was where 
the bullets weren’t. Foot soldiers are 
the same today. 

‘Whenever you hear a_ soldier 
begging the doctor to fet him out of 
the hospital, even though he has 2 
broken legs, so he can “get back to 
my buddies and kill some more rotten 


Germans” — whenever you hear that 
you know there’s popcorn for sale in 
the lobby. 


Major General Houghton, who 
turned my calendar back to 1945, is 
commander of the 3rd Marine Divi- 
sion. It was his men who attacked the 
wrong island in the bloody retrieval of 
the Mayaguez in Cambodia. He beat 
his breast on TV and expiained wiry it 
was such a great victory for his boys:

And it 
probably doesn’t help those parents 
much to know their sons weren't 
bored when they were killed. 

Given a choice, in 1945 or 1975, 
most marines would pick a weekend 
in San Diego as a much greater elixir 
than invading an island.

Lawmakers in Indiana finish early 


“All in all, you've brought a new, 
powerful meaning to mediocrity... ", 

With these words ringing in their 
ears, members of the Indiana Legis- 
lature recently wrapped up their 
61-day session for 1975. 

Speaker was Edward Ziegner, po- 
litical editor of the ndyanapolis 
News. 

_ Each year the Indiana Legislature 
invites a senior legislative reporter to 


review lawmakers’ actions for the-- - 


year in a speech from the podium of 
the House of Representatives. 

“This Legislature is like having a 
10-ton marshmallow in your drive- 
way,” Ziegner commented. 

“You can kick hell out of it, but you 
can’t move it.” 

One of the noteworthy accomplish- 
ments of the Indiana session, Ziegner 
Said, was to produce an outsianding 
Sentence uttered by one Indiana 
senator, who commented that Indiana 
citizens “are being inadequately over- 
taxed.” 

The newsman - turned - speaker 
summed up the Indiana session in a 
single sentence: 

“Td use the words of the extremely 
candid basketball coach who said 
about his team, ‘Well, we’re short, 
but we're slow’. 4 

And so it goes—tongue in cheek, 
we trust—down in Hoosier-land. 

In Michigan, criticism of the Legis- 
lature is not limited to a single 
speech by a single reporter at the end 
of a single session. 

Heck, no. In Michigan, every week 
is open season on the Legislature in 
the Michigan press, and sometimes 
the critics don’t know oy more about 
what’s going on that the legislators 
do. 

But they comment nevertheless 
and by the same token, legislators 
legislate nevertheless. 

Speaking of newspaper-people and 
legislators, one state lawmaker down 
in Fiorida came up with an unusual 
idea to handle the press-politics- 
public relationship. 

Florida State Rep. Art Rude, a 
Republican from Fort Lauderdale, 
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offered a proposal to let the public 
vote on the hiring and firing of 
newspaper managing editors. 

Rep. Rude said newspapers often 
publish unfair editorials on public 
Officials and candidates. 

“The managing editor's name would 
appear on every general election 

estion: : Is he 
doing a competent “job?” Rep. Rude 
explained. 

He added: “There are many manag- 
ing editors who wouldn’t get re- 
elected.” 

One surprising point about Rep. 
Rude’s plan was that it lost by only 
seven votes in the Florida House of 
Representatives. ; 

Maybe the Florida fawmaker has 
got the germ of an idea-sort of a 
Missouri plan for political writers, 
similar to the Missouri pian for 
judges. 

The press has the privilege and 
even the duty to comment; the office 


_ holder has the right to a channel of 


response; the public has the right to 
be. informed and to form its own 
uagmen , and to air its own views. 

Whether election of editors woutd 
further these sometimes contradic- 
tory ends is raiher doubtful; but itis a 
fresh approach. 

But to get back to one of the 
primary purposes of this week’s 
essay: 

| hope my regular readers notices 
that Indiana reporter Ziegner deliver- 
ed nis critique of a compieted annuai 
session of a legislature earlier this 
year. 

, In Michigan, the lawmakers have 
not even got their bags unpacked; in 


Indiana, lawmakers already have 
heard their completed session anal- 
yzed. 


Does Michigan have better laws 
than Indiana because the folks under 
the dome take more time to write 
them? Probably not. 

Why not ga back to the days before 
Michigan’s year-around legislature? 

Progress through going backward? 
in this case, that may just be 
possible.

Second Graders Aid Tornado Fund 


Proceeds from a bicentennial quilt made by 30 second graders Bank to purchase a money order. Jack Alef, bank president. gave 
at Grayling Elementary School has added $173.50 to the Frederic the students a tour of the bank and presented each child with a new 
tornado disaster fund. 

The students began the quiit in February as a class proj 
under the direction of their teacher, Mrs. Mary Jane Knibhs, after 
reading about quilt making in the “Weekly Reader.” Following the 
tornado disaster which struck Frederic in April, the class voted to 
sell their nearly-completed quilt to raise money for the town's 
tornado disaster fund. 

Besides enabling the students to make the contribution to the 
relief fund, the quilt provided opportunities for them io learn about 
sewing. handling money and cooperating with fellow classmates 
on a group activity. 

The project was started when the students brought in scraps of 
matenal which they then measured and cul into four-inch squares. 
The squares were sewn together by the students wnenever they had 
completed their daily assignments. 

Once the squares were sewn into a patchwork quilt, Mrs. 
Knibbs sewed quilting material and a backing onto the squares. 
About the same time. Mrs. Fritz Williams of Maple Forest heard 
about the project and offered to teach the class how to tie off the 
quilt, 

With the sewing of the quilt completed, the students 
concentrated on selling tickets. After two weeks, nearly 1,800 
lickets at 10 cents a ticket had been sold. Each day during the ticket 
sale. the class would turn in money from tickets sold the previous 
day, tally the receipts and count the change into bank rails.
